CHAPTER 178. 

AN ACT to amend chapter 207 of the local laws of 1867, relat-
ing to Brodhead school district. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented in senate and 
assembly do enact as follows: 

Date of annual election. SECTION 1. That part of section 
15 of said chapter, relating to the time of holding the annual 
election in said school district, is hereby amended hy striking 
out the following words where they occur in said section to-wit: 
- the second Monday of April, one o'clock, seven o'clock," and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words: "the first Monday of July, 
two o'clock and five o'clock," so that that part of said section 15 
relating to annual elections, shall read as follows: Section 15. 
The annual election in said district shall be held on the first 
Monday of July of each year, unless that be a legal holiday, in 
which ease it shall be held on the next day. The poll at such 
electien shall be opened at two o'clock p. m. and held opened 
until five o'clock p. in. of the same day.
